General Barlow to Die on the B»tUeOeld 
In 1363, but Tuey Met Again In \Va»h- 
Ingtoii In 18 7* ft. fed by a Devoted Wife. 
The advance of the Confederate line 


of battle commenced early on the morn- 
ing of July 1, 18G3. at Gettysburg. The 
Infantry division commanded by Major 
General John B. Gordon of Georgia 
was among tho first to attack 
Its ob- 


jective point v,-as the left of the Second 
corps of tho Onion army 
The daring 


'commander of that coipa occupied 
>i 


position so tur advanced beyond tin.- 
main line of the Federal army thai, 
while it invited attack, it placed bun 
beyond the roach of ready support -when 
tho crisis of buttle came to him in the 
rush of charging lines more extended 
than his own. The Confederate advance 
was steady, and it was bravely met by 
tho Union troops, who for the first time 
found themselves engaged in battle on 
the soil of the north, which until then 
hatl been virgin to the war. It was 
•a, far cry" from Richmond to Gettys- 
burg, yet Lee was in their front, and 
they seemed resolved to welcome their 
southern visitors "with bloody hands 
to hospitable graves." But the Federal 
flanks rested in air, and being turned 
its line was badly broken, and despitp 
its bravely resolute defense against tin. 
well ordered ,ittac-k of the Confederate 
vetcr.iin it was iorced to fall b.ick.

donblo quick to seize and hold tho van 
tage ground in his front, from which 
tho opposing lino had retreated, when 
he saw directly in his path the appar- 
ently dead body of a Dnion oiBcer. He 
checked his horse and then observed 
horn tho motion of tha eyes and iips 
that the officer was still living.

ouco dismounted, and seeing that the 
head of his wounded foeman was lying 
in a depression in the ground placed 
under it a nearby knapsack. While 
raising him at the shoulders for that 
purpose he saw that the blood was 
trickling from a bullethole in the back, 
and then he knew that the officer had 
been shot through the breast. He then 
gave him a drink from a flask of brandy 
and water, and as he revived said, bend- 
ing over him: "1 am very sorry to see 


' you m this condition. 1 am General 


Gordon. Please tell me who you are. 
I wish to aid you all 1 can." 
The answer came in feeble tones: 


"Thank you, general. 1 am Brigadier 
General Barlow of New York. 
You 


can do nothing more for me. 1 am dy- 
ing " Then, after a pause, he said: 
"Yes, you can. My wife is at thehead- 
quartcia of General Mcade. If you sur- 
vive tho battle, please let her know that 
1 died doing my duty." 
General Gordon replied: "Your rues- 


gage, if I live, shall surely be given to 
your wife. 
Can I do nothing more for 


you ? *' 
After a brief pause General Barlow 


responded: "May God bless you! Only 
one thing more. Feel in the breast 
pocket of my coat—the left breast—and 
take out a packet of letters." As Gen- 
eral Gordon unbuttoned the blood soak- 
ed coat and took out the packet the 
seemingly dying soldier said: "Now, 
please take out one and read it to me. 
Thpy are from my wife. 
1 wish that 


hor words shall bo the last 1 hear in this 
world." 
Besting on one knee at his side, Gen- 


eral Gordon, in clear tones, but with 
tearful eyes, read the letter. As the 
reading of the letter ended. General 
Barlow said: "Thank you. 
Now. 


please tear them all up. 1 would not 
have them read by ethers." 
General Gordon tore them into frag- 


ments and scattered them on the field, 
"shot sown and bladed thick with 
Bteel." Then, pressing General Bar- 
low's hand. General Gordon bade him 
goodby, and mounting his horse quick- 
ly joined his command. 
He hastily penned a note on the pom 


mel of his saddle, giving General Bar- 
low's message to his wife, but stated 
that he was "still living, though seri- 
ously wounded, and informing her 
where he lay. Addre-sing the note to

Barlow vrho was killed at Gettysburg, 
and you are the General Gordon who 
succored mo!"

brave men—every inch American sol- 
diers.

TARIFF BILL. 


SILVER ABOTJE PARTY. 


At the conference of silver men just/ 


closed at Washington the question of 
organizing a new party was favored by 
some of the delegates. The new party 
was to make the money question the 
sole issue, but it was to leave the way 
open for affiliation not only with the 
People's party, bat lor the six millions 
of citizens who ref ti.sed to vote at the 
late elections. It v.as finally agreed 
that the policy for the ensuing Con- 
gressional elections should be: 


"The first battle is^or the next Con- 


gress. 


"The money question is and will con- 


tinue to be the paramount issue till 
rightly settled, and can be displaced 
by no other. 


" To achieve results, silver men must 


not only remain silver men after they 
reach Congress, but must put silver 
above party and work incessantly to 
accomplish the object for which they 
were selected." 


The conference, which was composed 


of silver men such an Stewart and Jones 
of Nevada, Weaver 01 Iowa, Warner of 
Ohio end Bland of Atisaouri, urgently 
suggests to th« f rtouds of silver that 
they support for the Fiity-iourth Con- 
greas only candidates who will pledge 
themselves to participate in no caucus 
which might restrain them from voting 
in accordance with the above mentioned 
pledges, but unite with others favoring 
free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 and 
the issue of paper money by the Gov- 
ernment, and to oppose the issue of 
bonds to bay gold. 


The conference also recommends the 


organization of silver leagues every- 
where with a view of controlling the 
election of members of Congress and 
State .Legislatures, and that two silver 
conventiona be held during the winter 
one in the North and the other m thet 
South. 


This movement if) in line with the 


principles of the Silver party of Ne- 
vada. It makes the remonetization of 
silver the paramount issue and places 
free coinage above party 
It is in- 


dorsed by the leading silver advocates 
of the country. It disposes of that 
nonsensical idea that a man could be 
true to the silver cause by advocating 
free coinage among his constituents 
and participating m party caucuses 
dominated by goldbugs at Washington. 
As well attempt to serve God and 
Mammon at the same time. The feat 
is impossible. No one should be 
elected to the Fifty-lourth Congress or 
to a State Legislature that might be 
called upon to elecb a United States 
Senator who is not fully in uc<'ord with 
the silver movement and a firm advo- 
cate of the principle of " free coinage 
before party."

morro u-til January 4th. The tariff 
bill will probably he reported before 
the holiday recess, bnt the debate will 
not begin until after the holidays The 
Statehood bills will not be considered 
by the Senate Committee on Territories 
until January. 


It is said to be quito certain that an 


effort will be made in the Senate to 
unite Utah with Nevada, but if Senators 
Jones and Stewart are opposed to the 
proposition such a bill cannot pass the 
Senate. However, should a bill ceding 
Utah to Nevada pass both Houses and 
receive the approval ot the President the 
people of Nevada must consent to the 
union before it can bo consummated. 


The gold bug element at Washington 


fears the admission of four new States 
—Arizona, New Mexico, Oklahoma and 
Utah—all favorable to free coinage, as 
it would give the silver men eight more 
Senators, and they muy attempt to 
lessen the number by annexing Utah 
to Nevada.

Mayor 
Pingree 
of 
Detroit was 


elected on the Populist ticket The 
Republicans claimed Pingree and in- 
vited him to a jollification meeting. He 
declined on the ground that he did not 
affiliate with that party, and in a 
speech used this language: 


I am not against corporations simply 
as corporations. It is when they be- 
come public monopolies that I "fight 
them, and I will to the death. I ate 
my little half pint of cornmeal in An- 
dersonvllle prison for over six months 
because I believed that all men were 
born equal, and I can do it again if it 
will give us equal rights to all—special 
privileges to none. 


The fact that a Populist Mayor was 


. elected by 6,000 majority in tho me- 
tropolis of Michigan was kept out of 
all press dispatches and goldbug news- 
papers shows the power of the gold 
trust 
The Populists advocate free 


coinage, and because they do so news 
that is favorable to them is suppressed. 


THE President yesterday nominated 


Wayne MaoVeigh of Pennsylvania Am- 
bassador to Italy, vice J. J. VanAlen, 
who declined the position.

TEE ELECTION LH VIRGINIA. 


Charges of Corruption Made by a 


Senatorial Candidate. 


THE TARIFF. 


Majority Report of the Committee on 


Ways and Means. 


WASHINGTON, December 19.—The re- 


port of the Committee on Ways and 
Means on the Wilson tariff bill was 
submitted, to the House. It says: 


"The American people, after a full 


and most thorough debate ever given 
by a people to their fiscal policy, de- 
liberately and rightfully decided the 
existing tariff wrong in principle and 
grieviously unjust in operation. They 
decided that free men must always de- 
cide that the power of taxation has no 
lawful or constitutional exercise ex- 
cept for providing revenue for the sup- 
port of the Government. Every de 
parture from this principle is a depart- 
ure from the fundamental principles of 
free institutions, and inevitably works 
out a gross inequality in the citizenship 
of the country. For more than thirty 
years we have levied the largest part of 
our Federal taxes in violation of this 
vital truth, until we have reached the 
existing tariff, and an extreme and 
voluminous system of class taxation to 
which history may be challenged to 
furnish a parallel 
So many private 


enterprises have been taken into part- 
nership with the Government, s>o many 
private interests now share in the rich 
prerogative of taxing 70,000,000 people, 
that any attempt to dissolve this illegal 
union is necessarily encountered by 
the opposition that rallies behind the 
intolerance of monopoly, the power of 
concentrated wealth, the inertia of fixed 
habits and the honest errors of a gen- 
eration of false teaching. 


"The bill on which the committee 


has expended so much patient and 
anxious labor is not offered as a com- 
plete response to the mandate of the 
American people. It no more professes 
to be purged of all protection than to 
be free from all errors in its complex 
manifold details. 
However we may 


deny the existence of any legislative 
pledge, or of the right of any Congress 
to make such pledges for the continu- 
ance of duties that carry with them 
more or less acknowledged protection, 
we must recognize that great interests 
do exist whose existence and prosperity 
it is part of our reform either to imperil 
or curtail. We believe, and have the 
warrant of our own past experience for 
believing, the reduction of duties will 
not injure, but will give more abundant 
life to all our great manufacturing in- 
dustries, however much they may dread 
the change. 


In dealing with the tariff question, 


as with every other 
long-standing 


abuse that has interwoven itself with 
our social or industrial system, the 
legislator must always remember that 
in the beginning temperate reform is 
the safest, having in itself the principle 
of growth. A glance at the tariff leg- 
islation of our country ought to satisfy 
every intelligent student that protec- 
tion has always shown Us falsity as a 
system of economy hy its absolute 
failure to brinsr healthy and stable 
prosperity to manufacturers. It teaches 
men to depend on artificial \ help, on 
laws taxing their countrymen V"or pros- 
perity in business, rather than upon 
their own skill and effort. It throws 
business from its natural chaniael into 
an artificial channel in which there 
must always be fluctuation and un- 
certainty, and makes the tariff system 
a football of party politics, alnd the 
stability of large business interests 
the stage of every popular election. 
None have recognized this more fully 
than men who have from time to time 
engaged in the so-called protected in- 
dustries." 
I 


The report deals at large with the 


tariff history of the country, showing 
that when it was first proposed the 
manufacturers opposed it and desired 
to be let alone, but once in power the 
protected industry asked for more and 
more protection. 
Finally came the 


revolution of 1846, when the tariff was 
reduced against the protests 6f the 
manufacturers, who claimed it {would 
ruin them, and against the solid vote 
of the manufacturing States iu. Con- 
gress. The result of that low tariff was 
a development of great vigor in {manu- 
factures, with steady employment and 
increasing wages for labor. 
' After 


oleven years' trial the representatives 
of those same States with practical 
inanimity voted for a further (reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent., and by a two-thirds 
rote sustained a 25 per cent, redaction 
under the tariff of 1857. The people 
were so well satisfied with it that there 
was a protest against the Morrill bill of 
1861, 
increasing duties. 


The report quotes from a number of 


speeches in Congress made against the 
Morrill bill, among them one by Sher- 
man of Ohio. Under Republican aus- 
pices there has been a constant increase 
m duties at the demand of manufac- 
turers. 


The report declares the reciprocity 


clause of the tariff act of -1890 has 
brought no appreciable benefits, and 
the bill aims therefore to repeal it 
entirely. The report is signed by the 
Democratic members of the commit- 
tee. The Republican members will 
hereafter pnbmit a minority report 
attacking the Wilson bill and the ma- 
jority report. 


THE VIBGIIflJ EJECTION. 


Governor r.ee Charges Corruption. 
EICHMOXD, Va., December 19.—In the 


Senatorial investigation ex-Governor 
Lee, one of the candidates, was on the 
witness stand and told what he had 
beard about the use of money by rail- 
aoads in the interest of Mr. Martin. 
He declared that he was now actuated 
by no personal motive whatever, as he 
would not again be a candidate, even if 
the Legislature were to throw up the 
present 
nominee—Mr. Martin—and 


agjn go into caucus for Senators. 


The new Senator, who will be elected 


by the General Assembly to-morrow, 
voluntarily went upon the stand amid 
the wildest sort of enthusiasm, and 
swore that he had never been in sym- 
pathy with any scheme to influence 
any member of the House of Delegates 
or Senate, or either of these branches 
of the Legislature, as far as their votes 
for Senator was concerned. He was 
cheered from the time he began his 
statement until he finished, and it was 
impossible to preserve order while he 
was on the stand. 


In the course of his evidence, General 


Lee gave a list of his collections for 
the Virginia campaign fund in the re- 
cent election. The most prominent 
name on the list was that of Qrover 
Cleveland, who subscribed $1,000 to 
carry the Democrats to victory in the 
Old Dominion.

Senator Dolph's ;B111 to Aid State* and 


Territories. 


Senator Dolpb, of Oregon, has a bill 


to aid the several States and Territories 
to reclaim the arid lands within their 
boundaries, which directs tbe loan of 
funds by tbe United States to any other 
State or Territory for the purpose of 
assisting in the construction of reser- 
voirs, canals, artesian wells and other 
works needed for furnishing water 
supply for irrigation. The loan shall 
not exceed $2,500,000 in any one year 
to any one single State or Territory, 
nor exceed a grand total of $10,000,000 
to any one State or Territory. The 
State, to secure the government, shall 
issue irrigation bonds at 1 per cent 
running for fifty years and redeemable 
'n five years. The State or Territory 
receiving the money shall make judi- 
cious use of the proceeds. The lands 
benefited by irrigation works con- 
structed by this means, where the title 
is not passed from the United States, 
shall be liable to a pro rata share, acre 
for acre, as shall be covered by water 
rentals or taxes to maintain the irri- 
gation works. Provision is made for 
the issuing of bonds and how they 
shall be managed under the Treasury 
Department. 


Senator Dolph has also introduced a 


bill providing for the sale of desert lands 
granting each person the right to 640 
acres, and providing how he shall at 
once begin to make improvements for 
the irrigation tract. Within one year 
after the entry he shall spend not less 
than $1 an acre, and so on until the 
land is reclaimed.

Tbe Victoria Begta, •> tlly Which Will 
Hoia CpaCnlld—PlanU Inclnded Among 
Cong^-ewional Perquisites. 
Uncle Sam's botanical garden in Wash- 


ington occupies a tract of between eight 
»nd nine acres of land almost in the 
shadow of the capitol. 


If yon are a newly elected member of 


congress and have not been initiated 
into the full scope of your perquisites, 
yon will probably receive within a short 
time after your arrival a letter from 
some person you never knew and never 
beard of, asking you for an order on the 
superintendent for some choice ferns, 
palms or hanging baskets to b« filled at 
their own suggestion. 
Perhaps the let- 


ter comes from some resident of Wash- 
ington, for there are many here who are 
on the outlook for new members of con- 
gress, especially those who do not bring 
their families with them, or it may come 
from one of your own constituents, who 
ia well versed in all tho congressional 
perquisite*. So it will not be long be- 
fore you learn that there is a vast vari- 
ety of things beside seeds and congres- 
sional reports, which only await your 
order informing the custodians where 
the articles may be sent. 


Each member of congress is en titled to 


a certain amount from the botanical gar- 
den each year, the kind and the amount 
being of course subject to the rules of 
the superintendent. If a senator should 
send for one of the rare specimens of 
palms or cactuses, it is very doubtful 
aboiit tho reqtiest being honored. The 
last specimen of a rare plant would not 
bo given up under any circumstances. 
Tho most of the orders sent in are for 
.roses, geraniums and blooming plants, 
of which there is a great supply. If the 
representative or senator prefers to have 
his quota of plants sent to his green- 
house in his native town or city, he is 
furnished by the clerk of the house of 
representatives with a wooden shipping 
box, in which the plants are securely 
packed and shipped by express to their 
proper destination. 


Upon entering the botanical garden 


by the west gate you will notice on each 
side of the broad walk an endless va- 
riety of cactuses, in all of the varied con- 
ditions of growth and scratchiness. Some 
Beein to grow after ideas peculiarly their 
own, as if their chief charm lay in their 
scrawny ugliness. Otners are very pret- 
ty and would help wonderfully to adorn 
any conservatory or bay window. This 
avenue extends for about 250 feet, when 
the decorutions of the avenue change, 
and you find yourself amid an avenue of 
palms. 


You may have hurried by tho great va- 


riety of cactuses, but you will certainly 
loiter along among the choice collection 
of palms gathered from every quarter of 
the globe where palms grow. 


The largest of all the conservatories is 


the palmhouse, with its immense dome 
shaped roof. The building has to bo a 
large one to accommodate some of the 
immpnso palms which it contains, many 
of whioh are 40 feet high. Here you will 
find palma from Mexicp, Brazil, Central 
America, South America New Caledonia, 
Australia and the South Sea islands; 
palms with long trunks, palms with thin 
leaves, with broad leaves, with long 
names and with short names, that you 
read and forget with an ease that is 
won- 


derful, so that the most you carry away 
with you is a memory that you have seen 
the largest variety of palms in the world. 


In the large basin, 90 feet in diameter, 


is the Bartholdi fountain, which was 
purchased at the Centennial exposition 
of 1876 by the library committee for the 
Botanical garden. The fountain is of 
cast iron and cost $0,000. In the basin 
of the fountain grows the Victoria Regia, 
the largesit species of water lily in the 
world. The lily ia an annual, and as the 
season in Washington is too brief for the 
lily to reach its maturity, the seed has to 
be imported each year. The plant is a 
native of Brazil, and the seeds are im- 
ported in water, for if they were kept 
dry daring the length of time which 
would be required for transportation 
the seeds would be worthless. In Au- 
gust the Victoria Kegia is in its full 
glory, and it is d "rii ; this month that 
the amateur ; i-oiiyt jher delights him- 
self by IT ' j .:. small child upon one 
of the i:. .ense leaves. By this novel 
experiment we are better able to judge 
of the size of this giantess of the lily 
family. 


Among the other wondera of the bo- 


tanical garden is a large bed of elephant 
grass, which grows to tho height of 18 
or 20 feet. As a rapid growing plant 
this grass seems to be the first in its 
class, but during the winter season it 
dies down to the roots. When in blos- 
som, the bed looks like a small section 
of the jungle transplanted to American 
soil. 


The trees in the botanical garden have 


been selected more with a view to their 
adaptability to the soil and climate and 
to their worth as shade trees rather 
than to illustrate peculiar kinds or varie- 
ties of trees, and altogether the general 
effect of the tree planting has been very 
successful, in that the requisite amount 
of shade has been secured as well as a 
harmonious touch of general embeliah- 
ment of the garden.—Boston Herald.
